The one great advantage of our form of g-oyertimenl that w hen 
people get really interested iu political questions they can get their 
way. I'sually they pay little attention lo politic*, and are really 
governed l>y others — mostly by smooth guys who know how to 
"work" the voter liy uieaun of talk of paily totally and so on But 
when a real moral question conies to the fu at, the people may be 
truated, and our form of government gives lb/ uj a ehnuce to make 
their weight felt. 

That is what happened to Caution. The people have c< tue to 
diatrtiat bim and bia system, that is'all.

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153 MEASURES, SOLONS WORK. 

House Leads Senate in New Laws Acted 
Upon — Two Passed Over Governor's Veto — 
Thirteen Already in Force. 



Frank.'ort. Ky.— One hundred and 
flfly-thr.e bills wer» passed by the 
last general assembly. Of thla num 
ber thirteen have heroine law*, either 
by receiving thtj signature of the gov- 
ernor, automatically, or being passed 
ovor hU veto. 

Only two meaaurea were passed 
over the governor's veto, however. 
One of tbcae wan the bill Introduced 
by John W. Holland, of Hbelby coun- 
ty, and alined at the location of the 
proponed l.lm <>ln Institute In SM< lliy 
vllle. The other waa the bill Intro 
duced by W. F. Klalr, of Islington, 
providing for the recording of nanus 
of pemons pooling tobacco or other 
farm producta. 

Become Laws Automatically. 

Two bllla have become lawa auto- 
matically, they having remained In 
the ha ml h of the governor ten day* 
without IiIm signature having been at 
tacbed. Moth these bills were Intro- 
duced by Conn Linn, of Calloway coun- 
ty. One increases the salaries of clr 
cult judges $1,200 a year, and the oth- 
er appropriates $no,000 annually for 
uae by the atate board of health. 

Seven more house bills parsed the 
house ann senate than did senate bill*. 
Of the thirteen bllla that are now law 
•even originated In the bouse.

According to Ore of Them They Wert 
Just a Lot of Boy*. 

"It makes mu laugh," says an old 
miner In Out West, "to see the sort of 
pictures that artiets draw when tbey 
want to Illustrate a story of early min- 
ing days here In California. They 
n-ak* the 'Forty ninera old nti'B. bear 
ded and wrinkled ana dreased like 
dime novel hcroea. 

"Why, we were Just boys, moat of 
ua. and trousers patched with flour 
vacks were more common than red 
sashes and fancy buttoned coats;. 1 
remember we paid $30 a pair for heavy 
cowhide, boots to wear in the cround 
sluices — that was btfoie rubber boots 
came along. 

"The oldest man In camp here In 
Wenvcrvllle was thort of 30, but we 
called him 'the old man.' and ono of 
my pardncra never had any name but 
Fmplre Mills.' because that was tho 
brand on the flour sack he happened 
to resent his breeches with. 

"Wo were Just a lot of r!p-roarlng I 
younK farmer boya turned loose in a I 
count 1 y where we expected to ahoYel 
up gold like corn at home. We didn't 
come to California to stay— wo didn't 
think It was a white man's country 
nnyway. Every one of ua expected to 
wash out a pock measure of nuggets 
nnd go back home. We us«'d to aay 
that thn host thing t'nclc Sam could 
do was to dlR out all tho gold and 
give the country back to the Mexl 
tana. 

"Some of 11s had seen lively times 
KettliiB across the plains. I had 
walked most of the way myself and 
dodged Indians and Mormons; the 
Salnta had It In for me nnd a lot 
more of the Gentiles, and they would 
have paid us off In lead If they could 
have got the chance. I got to Cali- 
fornia In time to be a 'Forty nlner, and 
In May of '60 I was camped down be- 
low town on Weaver creek with three 
pardners."

The consul tells 
of the uwful annoyances caused by the 
mosqultoca In the suburbs of Calcutta 
Life wasn't worth living there until 
Mr. l.efmy of the Indian entomological 
department invented a moaquito trap 
which appears to have solved the 
problem. The Invention consists of a 
box :J\'.' Inches Sued with u hlriKed 
lid provided with a small opening, 
over which moves a sliding rover. The 
box Is lined with dark green p.ii ••• and 
has a tin floor. The trap Is placed In 
a shady corner of tho room and the 
mosquitoes on entering the house In 
the morning nnd the t ay a dclUhlftil 
place In which to seel e themselves. 
When the morning mill of mosqultocB 
Ib ■ iv r a tenspoonftil of benzine Is In 
Jected Into the box. which promptly 
kills the pests

Mow did Jalrua bring his petition to 
Jesus'* He put his whole soul Into hla 
prayer— the only kind of prayer that 
gets results. He worshiped him, fall- 
ing at his feet, and beseeching him 
much (Mark). He was pleading for his 
only child, who waa "at the point of 
death." Indeed, when the ruler left 
the house she was so near death that 
he did not know whether to apeak of 
her as dead or alive, but In hla dls 
traction now called her "dying" and 
now. aa In Matthew, "even now dead " 

The girl being In that desperate con- 
dition, how did Jalrus show hits faith? 
Hy urging that Jesus lay" bis hand 
upon her and she" should "live." 

Faith for One s Self.— Vs. 20 22. How 
did Jesus respond to Jalnis' petition? 
He arose at once, and followed him. 
and so did his disciples, and a great 
multitude. Hut how were they Inter- 
rupted on the way? By another ap- 
peal, no les urgent because tt was 
silent. 

What was the trouble with thlp new 
petitioner* She had suffered for 12 
years with a bloody flux. 

How did she approach .lesus? She 
"came behind him." touched the blue 
and white tassels that hung from the 
four corners of his cloak 

What aas the result? She v. as cured 
at once, and knew that she was cured. 

Faith for Another — Vs. 23-26. What 
tept of Jalrus' faith came as thry ap- 
prout tied his house? Some one ran to 
meet blm telling him (Mark and Luke) 
that his daughter was dead. How did 
Christ strengthen the ruler a falih? fly 
bidding him ' Fear not; only believe, 
and she shall ba mnde whole.'' What 
was Ihe process of the miracle? Very 
simple, as In the case of all Christ's 
wonderful works. He merely took her 
by the hand, softly said. "Tnlltha 
euml." and the maid arose. 

Comrades In Faith — Vs. 27 31. When 
was the next appeal made to Jeaus? 
When bo "departed thence." from the 
bouse of Jalrus or from Capernaum. 
Who made It? "Two blind mi 1. " whose

How did they make their appeal? 
Not In a quiet, reverential way like 
lairus, nor with nwed shrinking like 
the woman with an isaue of blood, but 
they followed him persistently, crying 
with Importunity like llartiraacus. 
Thou son of David, hove mercy on 
us. We are not restricted to one form 
of appeal in approaching our Lord, but 
his ears are open to every cry.

"Sun of David" was a well- 
known iHipular title ol the Messiah 
Rut. though Jesus often colled him 
self "Son of man." and especially com 
mended those that culled him Christ 
or Messiah, "he did not himself use 
the title Son of David,' as it Implied 
a deliverer of Israel from a foreign 
yoke and a ruler in Jerusalem j and he 
seems not to have desired its use by 
others "—Principal Garvle.

Be- 
cause he wanted to show them the 
heart of the matter— not his power.

We 
would think a man a fool II he wanted 
electricity but refused to atretcb a 
wire for It ; or if he wanted to conduct 
water from a river to his Meld and 
scorned to dig a ditch for It. In the 
same way. If a man wants knowledge 
he knows that If will flow into his life 
only along the channel of a clear and 
Industrious brain We must have faith

CORN BREEDING 



What would you think of a Ken- 
tucky farmer who could not Cell the 
difference between a race horse and 
a work horse? You would say that he 
came Horn the city, or else was not 
quite bright But really now what Is 
the difference? One good brother 
says it Is a difference in the breed, 
and sure, he la right. Did you ever 
see a 1K0O pound home win a trot- 
Not at a Kentucky horse 
race In all stock work you may feed 
as you will but you must have the 
breed to win. 
Did you ever think of breeding

The heart should be large and 
' strong. If when, shelling you find 
that the tip of the kernel stays In 
the cob, leaving the small end dark 
colored, you may know that your 
sample has a weak heart, and will not 
make a hearty plant. If you find that 
several kernels on an ear break off j 
In thla way, you should throw out 
the entire ear. 

These points all pertain to the 
Individual ear and kernel, and by

the farmer who does not practice 
will soon be out of the race. 

The difficulty is. that we dont' know- 
good corn when we see It. Some ot 
the points that distinguish well bred 
corn from scrub corn are as follows: 
Kara uniform In size, with rows of 
kernels extending well over the 
ends Rowb of kernels straight, and 
each row extending from end to end. 
the spirit No kernel, wedged in between the 
regular rows. There should be no 
open spaces between the rows, and 
the kernels ahould be tight In the 
row. If the ear la easily twisted you 
know that the kernels are not as 
tight on the ear as they should be. 
The proportion of corn to the ear 
should be about »S per cent. -To find 
tbta you first weigh the ear then 
shell the corn off aud weigh the cob, 
pr the corn. Find what percent the 
total weight la in the corn Itself. If 
the entire ear weighs 17 ounces, the 
cob 2 and the corn 15, you divide 16 
ky 1" and get ss 2 percent 

The kernels should be uniform in 
*ba|ie, and wedged enough so that 
when you lay them down with the 
sides touching they will make a 
circle. The clear homey part of the 



number of good 

How are you to begin breeding your 
corn to a higher type? First select the 
beet ears and plant, on the wind- 
ward side of the field, so that the 
polon will blow away from these se- 
lect rows, cultivate thoroughly so 
as to give them the best possible 
When the corn Is about to 
you should go through the 
selected part of the field and cut out 
all sulks that are not producing an 
ear, or that look weak In any way. 
Then cut the tassel out of every 
other row. This makes you sure ff 
cross breeding on the row where 
the tassel is removed.. Save 
only from the rows where the 
Is removed It you have two varieties 
that you wish to mix, plant them 
in alternate rows and detasoel all cf 
one kind. It Is well to have Just one 
acre In your seed patch, and then 
you can determine the yield. Planting 
the hills 3 1-2 feet apart, there are 
3,556 hills to the acre. The best yield 
in Kentucky has been produced 
two kernels In the hill. 

Study your corn as you do the 
and you will find that It responds to 
good caie and breeding.

Washington, Mar 21 . — The bouse 
sustained the appeal from the speak- 
er's ruling In the Norrts resolution. 
The vote against the speaker was 182 
! to 160. The result had been foreseen 
I and the applause was mild. The pos- 
slblllty of his resignation following the 
action of the house rebuking him and 
depriving blm of power was discussed 
freely. 

In ruling against the Norrla reso- 
lution the speaker said the resolution 
had been Introduced In a "revolution- 
ary way," and defended the delay he 
has assisted In bringing about. The 
speaker then read a decision of 2,500 
words on the point of order. He ap- 
pealed from the "passions of the day" 
and sustained the point of order. He 
was applauded mildly by the Repub- 
lican regulars and by a small number 
in the gallery.

Norris then 
moved the previous question Thirty- 
five Insurgents voted with th*» Demo- 
crats to defeat the Dalzell motion. 
Insurgents Force the Fighting. 

The insurgents agreed by unanimous 
vote to support the Norris resolution 
after amending It by striking out the 
geographical features and reducing the 
number of the proposed rules com- 
mittee from 15 to 10. 

In his ruling Speaker Cannon sus- 
tained the point of order against the 
Norris resolution, holding the resolu- 
lion to be out of order. 

Representative Norris appealed 
from the speakers ruling. Mr. Dal- 
zell moved to lay the appeal on the 
table. The roll then was called. 

Wild cheering on the Republican 
aide of the house greeted Speaker 
Cannon as he mounted the rostrum. 
It was said then Mr Cannon waa de- 
termined to fight to the death. 

Soon afterward Representative 
Rodenberg, a regular Republican 
member from Illinois, declared he was 
for the deposing of Cannon as speaker 
of the bouse. 

"If somebody makes the motion." he 
said with heat, "I will vote for Champ 
Clark for speaker. I won't vote with 
those Hessians any longer." 

The conference of regulars and In- 
surgents failed to reach an agreement. 

"There Is no agreement and the 
light Is on." said Representative Nor- 
ris. 

It was said a finish fight on the floor 

of the bouse had been ordered. 

Regulars Desert Cannon. 

A number of the moat radical mem- 
ber a of the inaurgent faction were not 
concerned about what might happen 
to the speaker. Tbe Democrats, of 
course, were Interested only In Inflict- 
ing as much damage to the majority 
as possible. 

It was admitted on all sides, boast- 
fully by the Insurgents, but quietly 
by the regulars, that the light on the 
revision of the rulrs had been won. 
and that the present rules committee 
would be overturned and a new com 
mlttee selected by the bouse. 

Thla wits asaured by tbe unbroken 
front presented by tbe Democratic mi- 
nority and by the solid vote of the 
Insurgents on any question affecting 
the rules, und made more certain by 
the considerable defection which was 
occurring within the links of the reg- 
ular Republicans. 

Numerous members who had stood 
with the leaders of the majority open- 
ly told tbe latter they could not ft>llow 
them longer in tbe fight to sustain 
Speaker Cannon and the rules. 
Those in the Conference. 

The conference of regular and In 
surgent Republicans convened In the 
office of the ways and means commit- 
tee. There were present when the 
proceedings began: 

For ihe Regulars— Majority Leader 
Payne of Ntw York, Dalzell of Peon 




sylvanla. Smith of Iowa. Tawney of 
Minnesota, and Mann of Illinois. 

For the Insurgents— Norris of Ne- 
braska. Gardner of Massachusetts, 
Hayes of California, and Lenroot of 
Wisconsin. 

Martin of South Dakota appeared 
appeared later at the conference 
room and was admitted. He was not 
placed either with tho Insurgents or 
regulars, but rather as a harmonizing 
Influence. 
Insurgents Make Determined Stand. 

The Insurgent Republicans and their 
Democratic allies appeared deter 
mined to eliminate the speaker from 
tbe committee. If not through the 
Norris resolution, then through a 
compromise with tho regulars. 

It was reported early that the reg- 
ulars had conceded tbe creation of an 
enlarged rules committee to be elect- 
ed by the house Instead of being np- 
polntcd by the speaker. The Insur- 
gents had conceded the selection of 
the members of this committee by Re- 
publican and Democratic caucuses. 
Hut the factions were unable to agree 
on the question whether the speaker 
himself should longer be a member of 
tho committee. The insurgents Insist 
he should not. while tho regulars as- 
serted they could agree to no com 
promise which eliminated 'Uncle 
Joe" from the committee which con- 
trols legislation In the house. 

Cannon Concedes a Little. 

The sneaker himself bad refused to 
agree to any compromise that elim- 
inated him from membership In the 
rules committee. He was willing to 
accept an enlarged and elective com- 
mittee, but not what he regarded aa 
the personal humiliation of being de 
posed Irom representation on that 
body. 

"If I agreed to get off the commit 
tee I would lose no less than I would 
If I should be beaten tn a fight on thla 
proposition on the floor of the house." 
he told one of bis advisers. "It I must 
get off tbe committee I prefer to fight 
It out " 

The regulars hoped the situation 
might be altered by the return of nu- 
merous members — several from Illi- 
nois — but: the fact thnt numbers of 
these were "paired" made the expect 
ed arrival of reinforcements less Ira 
port ant. 

Day s Fight in Epitome. 

Following Is a brief resume of the 
events leading up to the peace con 
fcrence. 

The house. In continuous session for 
19 hours, awaited the ruling of the 
apeaker on the point of order againat 
the resolution offered by Mr. Norrla 
of Nebraska, which would abolish the 
existing committee on rulea and pro 
vide for a committee of 16 membere 
to be elected by The house, with the 
speaker eliminated. After a catl of 
the house and a recess taken from two 
o'clock to four o'rlooek In the after- 
noon, 8peaker Cannon, with a type 
written etaterucnt In hand, announced 
himself ready to render his decision. 
Immediately Chairman Tawney of the 
appropriatlona committee, one of tbe 
speaker's right-hand men. moved to 
take a recess until 11:55 this morn- 
ing. Representative Hartlett of 
Georgia. Democrat, made the point 
that this motion was not in order. 
This point of order was sustained by 
Speaker Cannon after several minutes 
of parley. Then Representative Oalnea 
or West Virginia. Republican, moved 
to postpone the consideration of tbe 
pending subject until five mlnutea aft 
er 12 to-day. There were cries from 
the Democratic side of "Rule! Rule! 
Rule!" The apeaker declared he waa 
ready to rule, but Tawney Insisted on 
a roll call on Gaines' motion The mo- 
tion to postpone then was carried by 
a vote of 1C4 to 150. After that ad- 
journment was taken without the for- 
mality of a roll call.

picturesque celebration of the great 
spring holiday takes place In the city of the doges. 

Easter In Venice Is unlike Easter In any other city In 
the world, and once to have experienced the day there la 
Dover to forget It. 

Easter, St. Mark's and the pigeons. This is the com- 
bination that mnkes the spring holiday specially inter- 
esting. At all seasons of the year the famous pigeons 
that stuff and stuff the food down their fatted crops till 
they can hardly wnddlo are a magnet to the crowd of 
sightseers, but especially do they make their appeal at 
Easter time, for they are genuine Enater birds. 

Years and years ago they held the same relation to 
the Easter cuisine that eggs do In the new world, but 
that was before the populace camo to the point of 
regarding them as something almost sacred. Now no 
one would think of putting a finger on their smooth 
plumage. 

For more generations than anybody knows the ad 
mired pigeons have fluttered from point to point on the 
sacred architecture of St. Mark's. They have made 
their homes in nooka and crannies of the basilica; they 
have built comfortable nests at the feet of the famous 
bronzo horses over the portico. In fact, there la linrdly 
• place In the whole Impressive pile that has escaped 
their keen little eyea and been turned into account, pro- 
viding It promised to afford a hospice. 

Venice loves these plgeonr with a devotion that 
would bo amusing to tha outside world were It not 
honest. 

And especially does It warm up to them at Enster 
tltuie, for It waa then, according to the ancient tradition, 
that they llrst came to St. .Mark's. 

According to the ancient story. It was Palm Sunday 
that tho great doge made a formal visit to the Piazza 
Ban Marco With him enme his entire brilliant suite of 
officials. Including the foreign ambassadors residing In 
Venice. 

The presence of this host of dignitaries, the blare of 
the slKei trumpets that heralded their arrival and the 



magnificence of the procession deeply Impressed the 
people, so that all who could be accommodated filled 
up the street and buildings. 

The doge wa| so delighted by the welcome the popu- 
lace accorded that he determined to show his bounty In 
a manner that should be remembered, so he had a large 
number of pigeons, each one weighted by having a piece 
of paper attached to Its legs, released from the gallery 
of St. Mark's, over the portico where the bronze horses 
rear their gigantic bodies. 

The crowd mnde a rush on the pigeons, eager to get 
the choice meal they afforded, and the unfortunate birds, 
hampered by the weights on the legs, were caught In 
large numbers and taken home to form the feature of 
tunny a succulent repast 

Hut not all were caught. Some of them escaped and 
sought refuge high up In the dome of the church, where 
none could come near them 

The fact that the birds found their hospice in the 
very dome of the tomb of St. Mark wns not without Its 
effect on this hlehly superstitious populace and they 
at once decided this to be a token from the good saint 
that his sheltering mantle was spread over the birds 
and thst none of his true worshipers would do them 
harm. 

Thus this early number of pigeons fluttering In fright 
to the top of Hi- temple became the forerunners of the 
multitude that fll*s around the church to-day. Now they 
are sacred from the profane hand of man and as an 
extra tribute It ts the habit at Eastertide, the annlver 
sary of their recognition by the saint, to give them extra 
food and attention. 

It Is for this reason that everybody who Is In Venice 
on Easter Sunday provides an extra supply of food for 
the pigeons of St. Mark's. This does not mean that they 
lack In povender the remainder of the yeur. It simply 
means that the coming of the holidny brings an extra 
supply. 

And the blrdB enjoy It. None can say that they fall 
to enter Into the spirit of the holiday. They gorge and 
stuff until It Is a marvel that the air Is not filled with 
feathers from the exploding bodies of the birds. 

It is not the first ceremonial of the day, this feeding 
of the pigeons. Not until the great morning service In 
St Mark's has been held Joes the church permit the 
holiday fun to begin. 

In the morning ever/body goes to St. Mark's; that la. 
everybody who can get In. which Is quite a distinction, 
for residents and visitors alike all think only of tbia one 
church on tho most Important Christian holiday. 



In fact the whole scene is a rioting panorama of 
Mowers As In every other city of the civilized world 
where the Christ irn religion la supreme, efforts have 
been concentrated to getting flowers Into the city for 
toe great day. but under these southern skies it Is not 
a question of forcing hothouse plants- the natural

and everybody, rich and poor, buys liberally of the 
luscious blooms. 

In no other country In the world do the blooms attain 
such magnificence and It Is not an uncommon sight to 
see a gondola literally laden with violets, which enn be 
bought so cheaply here that for the price of an ordinary 
bouquet In an American city an armload can be pur- 
chased.

Bat- 
ter " There was a difference among the eastern ana 
western churches as to the date of this observance, but 
In ST. A D the council of Nice declared that tho Easter 
celebration should be held on the first Sunday following 
the full moon, on or after March 21. If the full i moor, 
should happen on the Sabbath, then Easter should fall 
on the following Sabbath. 

The Christlnn Easter commemorates tho most vital 
fact In Christianity. In these days It baa been made aa 
occasion for the display of flowers and millinery, but 
underlying all else la the basal fact that Easter con*. 
n-emorates the resurrection of Christianity's founder. 

Christianity, aa a divine revelation, stands or falla 
with the establishment or overthrow of this fact, tf tha 
resurrection of the prophet of Galilee waa not an actual 
and accomplished fnct. then his claims to the spiritual 
leadership of mankind are spurious. He based the suc- 
cess of his mission on the fact of his resurrection If 
he did not rise from the grave, he was a blasphemer or 
an Ignorant fanatic. If he did rise, as he predicted ha 
would, then the seal of divine truth was upon all ha 
taught and all he wrought. 

There are many who cannot believe In the miracle of 
the resurrection. For them the Easter celebration is all 
foolishness. But multitudes believe with unfaltering 
faith In this triumph of the God-man over death and the 
grave. 

To them Easter Is a day of cheer, hope and Joy. Tha 
basal fact of Christianity gives foundation and force to 
their faith and their hope More Joy bells will peal forth 
their notes of victory to-day, more glorious anthems and 
oratories will break forth from human hearts and voices, 
more human tongues will speak and sing tho praises of 
humanity's Christ than at anytime since the angels said 
to the affrighted women at the gateway of the tomb:
